REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicant's amendment, filed April 05, 2010, has been entered and fully 
considered. All previous rejections/objections are hereby withdrawn. The restriction 
requirement issued January 05, 2010 is hereby withdrawn as claim 20 has been 
canceled and claims 21 and 22 now depend on claim 9. 

2. Claims 9, 1 0, 1 3, 1 5, 1 6, 1 9, 21 and 22 are allowed and renumbered 1,2,3, 6, 7, 
8, 4, and 5, respectively. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
known prior art teaches or fairly suggests all of the elements of independent claims 9 
and 1 5. In particular, none of the prior art teaches or suggests each of the sample 
probes including a nozzle clogging detecting means for detecting the clogging of a 
nozzle and a controller controlling the sample dispensing operation of the probes on the 
basis of whether a clog exists in the nozzle.
